*w*» map locating refineries (page 25) shows several refineries 
completed which are under construction or proposed, as well as sosee 
that are non-existent. In Chime, refineries at Yuaen and fsaidam 
are completed, though shown as proposed. Two refineries in north- 
east China are not shown. 

In the discussion on pipelines (pages 31-32) the different 
sources cited with respect to the percentage of oil transported 
by pipeline are widely divergent . The data from World Petroleum 
ere substantially correct. The pipeline aap (page 38) contains 
some errors. 

The section on China (pages 37-^2) contains relatively aore 
e r rors than the remainder of the report} sosse of them are 
significant . for example, of the four statements ia paragraph 
5, page 36, the first three are incorrect. The third statement 
contradicts information previously given.
